Military Honors Will be Given First 


American Troops to Loose 


Their Lives

First Unit Overcome

today, interest centers in New \o rk 
where the question of equal suffrage 
for women is before the people, and 
where M ayor John Purroy JVlitchel. 
after 'being defeated in the prim aries 
by William Bennett, republican nom­ 
inee refused to withdraw from 
the 
race and is running on the 
fusion 
ticket for re-eleetion. 
The whirlwind cam paign waged by 
tiie State Woman’s Suffrage organ­ 
ization surprised New York political 
leaders, many of whom predicts the 
Empire state will today 
swing into 
the 
equal 
suffrage 
column. 
The 
suffrage campaign has been one of 
the most intense, 
and it has been 
said, best managed campaigns in the 
history of the state. 
The mayoralty fight has been most 
bitter. 
M ayor Mitchel early in the 
campaign, practically ignored Ben­ 
nett, the republican nominee, cen­ 
tering his political fire on John 
F. 
Hylan, democratic 
and 
Tammany 
candidate and M orris Hillquit, Soc­ 
ialist nominee. 
In 
this 
speech of the campaign 
M ajor Mitchell i n j e c t e d the war and 
Americanism issue into his fight

Hylan. 
He has based his fight

Hillquit on the latters associations 
with the alleged pro-German wing of 
the Socialist party.

William Jennings 
Bryan, 
Rich­ 
mond P. Hobson, J. Frank Hanly and 
other dry leaders, 
toured city and 
hamlet during the closing days of 
the campaign. 
W ets, too, made a 
strong 
drive with the 
oratory and 
a ds. 


Both wet and dry 
leaders made 
strong pleas to Ohio 
soldiers sta ­ 
tioned at 
Camp 
Sherman, 
Chilli- 
cothe, Camp Sheridan, Montgomery, 
Ala., and Ft. Benjamin H arrison, In ­ 
diana. 
Under the absent voters law 
of Ohio, these soldiers are entitled to 
the ballot. 
Through 
legislative 
action 
last 
winter, Ohio women were granted the 
right to vote for presidential elect­ 
ors. 
A nti-suffragists 
secured the 
necessary number of signatures for 
a referendum on the law. 


In his campaign, Brvan 
openly 
accused the liquor interests with first 
attem pting to block passage of the 
suffrage law when up for voting in 
the legislature and charged that the 
wets were 
behind the referendum 
petitions against the law. 
Suffrag­ 
ists filed a petition 
contesting the 
validity of referendum 
signatures 
but it was filed after the 60-day lim­ 
itation before election day and a de­ 
cision could not be made. 
Much in­ 
terest was centered in Columbus to­ 
day where women will cast their first 
ballot on municipal affairs.
